Carl Maria von Weber was a German composer, conductor, pianist, guitarist and critic, and was one of the first 
significant composers of the Romantic school. His “Jubelmesse” (which is also known as “Missa sancta No. 2”) 
was composed during 1819. It is the second of two masses composed by von Weber. Since only two masses 
were composed by von Weber, one might assume he did not find such compositions as interesting as operas or 
orchestral compositions, nor as lucrative. 


While little is written about the Jubelmesse, and it is infrequently performed, von Weber’s interest in opera is 
manifest in it, with the thrilling sixteenth note runs for the soprano soloist and the dynamic contrasts contained in 
the piece. The Varsity Choral Society is very pleased to present what well may be the Long Island premiere of 


the mass.
